GREAT INCREASE IN FOREIGN 
MA 


The new two-cent rate of postage 
put into effect October first between 
this country and Great Britain, has al- 
ready had the effect of increasing the 
volume of such foreign mail by 100 
per cent, according to a statement is- 
sued by Postmaster Morgan of New 
York. 

To fill a need of American Manufac- 
turers for better facilities abroad a 
“Bureau of American. Manufacturers 
in Europe” has recently been organ- 
ized, and is open to all reputable Amer- 
ican firms. 

This Bureau has leased a large six- 
story building in the business heart of 
London, England, and foreign buyers 
visiting that city will be invited to at- 
tend the exhibition of American goods 
which will be carried permanently. 

A monthly bulletin will be sent to 
buyers in every quarter of the globe, 
personal letters will be dispatched to 
them at frequent intervals, and every 
mode of advertising consistent with 
progressive business methods will be 
employed to make the exhibit a profit- 
able enterprise for the members par- 
ticipating. 

A staff of experienced salesmen will 
be engaged, possessed of mechanical 
education in the lines to be demon- 
strated, writing rooms and private con- 
versation rooms will be maintained, 
and buyers will be served as carefully 
and as thoroughly as would be pos- 
sible at the home offices of the re- 
spective members. 

The “Community” idea that has 
been in vogue in Germany for many 
years, and has proven convenient for 
the buyer and profitable for the Man- 
ufacturer, but this is the first time 
that such an enterprise has taken root 
in England. 

A comprehensive system of reports 
between Europe and America will 
keep the members in close touch with 
foreign conditions, and it is antici- 
pated that a large increase in exports 
will attend this new movement.

MID a gorgeous and impressive dis- 
play of electric lights, and decora- 
tions which have not been excelled 
in any previous exhibition, the Ninth Na- 
tional Business Show opened its doors at 
Madison Square Garden, New York, on 
Saturday, October 17, 1908. For the first 
time in New York City all the booths were 
of uniform construction, and design. The 
decorations were in white, with colored 
and ornamental electric globes in vast pro- 
fusion. The general effect was extremely 
chaste and pleasing.

More Particularly Applied. 

Now, to get more closely to the 
readers and advertisers of this publica- 
tion. There is the typewriter, born in 
advertising, reared in advertising and 
existing in advertising. Go back twen- 
ty-five years ago and look over the 
typewriter advertisements. Not one 
is to be found that gave scarce any ink- 
ling as to the typewriter, only in a gen- 
eral sense. There was no minute or 
definite information as to its quality 
and so forth. There were of course, 
books of instruction and description of 
the machines. But reference here is to 
newspaper and magazine advertising. 
The whole campaign was suggestive. 
The information that the prospective 
buyer got came from the salesman or 
agent or in a letter fully descriptive of 
the machine. . 

\nd twenty-five years afterward the 
ame policy is pursued. There, by way 
of illustration, is the advertisement of 
the Remington Typewriter Company, 
that appeared the other day for the sec- 
ond time; the first appearance being 
ten years ago—namely, the advertise- 
ment: “Woven Into the Fabric of 
Trade.” The machine was shown on a 
background of fabric thoroughly wov- 
en into that fabric. No other informa- 
tion; none other was needed. It bore 
more strongly on the mind than any- 
thing one might imagine; it got the 
business without any doubt. 

The same is true of the adding ma- 
chine and the specialty machines and 
devices. If their advertisements gave 
real, downright information about 
them, there would be no need for the 
reader to call or have a salesman call. 
Rut the manufacturers and inventors 
' these devices did not propose to 

any information about them in the 
.dvertisements. They wanted inquiries, 
heir salesmen and agents would do the

The office clerk of the future will 
perhaps have his typewriter under a 
glass case, and from time to time the 
tap-tap of the machine will be heard, 
actuated by invisible means and pro- 
ducing typewritten letters dictated by 
another office hundreds of miles away. 

Such an apparently impossible state 
of affairs has been shown to be within 
reach by the demonstration which took 
place last month at the Hotel Cecil in 
i-ondon, when Hans Knudsen, a Dan- 
ish electrical engineer, gave proof of 
his power to make a typewriter work 
by means of wireless telegraphy from 
an Office situated any distance away 
from it. Not only can a typewriter be 
operated, but a linotype composing 
machine; and although the machines 
demonstrated with are in a more or less 
experimental stage they nevertheless 
work with sufficent accuracy to justify 
the vista of almost magic. writing 
opened up by the Danish inventor's 
claims. 

Yet the method is exceedingly sim- 
ple when one sees it and understands 
its basis. As each letter is tapped on 
the sending typewriter, a metal pin is 
forced up through a hole. Thus in 
typing a word of five letters five such 
pins would be forced up in their re- 
spective positions. Over these project- 
ing pins a metal band travels, which 
comes into contact with them one by 
one, and as each contact is made an 
electric wave is started off from the an- 
tennz of the wireless apparatus. 

The machine which receives the 
wireless message, and translates it into 
typewriting, is fitted with an endless 
metal band traveling at the same rate 
and in perfect unison with that in the 
transmitting instrument. Whenever a 
wave is sent out by the latter it is re- 
ceived by this band, and the band ac 
tuates an electro-magnet connected 
with the corresponding letter, which is 
tapped by a typewriter placed in elec- 
trical communication. 

Many people present at the demon- 
tration wrote on the wireless type- 
writer in one room, and what they 
wrote was immediately printed by the 
receptive typewriter in a neighboring 
apartment. Ina precisely similar way, 
Mr. Knudsen claims, it will be possible 
to actuate a linotype machine, the mes 
sages or news being sent off on a wire-

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T took courage twenty years ago to en- 
gage in the typewriter business, par- 
ticularly the handling of rebuilt ma- 
chines. At that time the typewriter was 
no more than fairly introduced to the 
American public. It was scarcely better 
than just casually known. So the man who 
would engage in the handling of machines 
of a second-class nature had courage, ca- 
pacity and what’s just as much, he must 
have had foresight. 

That is precisely what E. W. S. Shipman, 
proprietor of the Typewriter Emporium, of 
Chicago, possessed when he founded the 
company bearing the above title. The ex- 
act date of the inception of the Typewriter 
Emporium was in 1890, but the business 
really had a beginning prior to that date. 
That is, Mr. Shipman had worl d out the 
details, planned the campaign iuat since 
has made the business a success before 
that year. In effect, therefore, the com- 
pany may be said to have taken hold some 
little time before being actually organized 
Like any germ, the thought or idea had a 
birth and began to grow without the public 
knowing anything about it. 


The Personality. 


Before describing this business it might 
be interesting to learn something about 
the personality back of it—Mr. Shipman 
himself. You know the human interest is 
today so keen; the desire for the personne! 
side of things so great, that the inverse or- 
der of things may be a little more appro 
priate at this time. 

E. W. S. Shipman is primarily a type 
writer man. No matter what other ca 
pacity he may be said to possess, the trait 
for knowing a typewriter, ability of re 
building a typewriter and force enough to 
engage the buying public’s attention, is his 
Before he engaged in his present labors, 
he managed branch offices for two typ: 
writer companies. That was at a time, as 
indicated above, when the typewriter busi 
ness had scarcely begun. Naturally enough, 
there was a deal of “trying ordeal” about 
it. There was not the typewriter organiza 
tion that is now so much in evidenc: 
the branches of the different typewrit 
companies, Nor was the average salesn 
at all inclined to take up with the propos: 
tion. Consequently, Mr. Shipman had 
erally to make his organization; creat 
demand by a series of efforts and plans 
that would be utterly unnecessary today 


e tn 


Through this period he evidently becam« 
aware of the possibilities that lay before 
the industry. He must indeed have had 
wonderful foresight to have discerned w! 
could be done in the way of handling r: 
built machines. Few men there were wh 
theught likewise and fewer still who dared 
attempt to launch such a _ business So 
much for his discerning quality. 

What about the man? Here is where the 
puzzling part comes in. One would con- 
clude that a man of such capacity would 
show it in his demeanor. Not at all. He 
is rather quiet, little given to show and 
not a bit inclined toward the “bull-doggish.’ 
His aggressiveness and decision lay in 
the fact that he mentally concludes as to 
the merit of a thing and then just proceeds

to put his ideas into practice. <A close 
watch of him at his office at 92-94 Lake 
street would give the impression that not 
a ripple was stirring; but in that you would 
be mightily mistaken. The ripples may not 
be on the surface, but they are underneath 
—the undercurrent of what is going on. 
Strange as it may be, the forces that ac- 
complish the most today make the least 
noise. Shipman is a noiseless man, but a 
doer of things—a getter of business. 

Coincidently, his organization both at

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What Three Years Have Done 


“HE man who thinks there has not 
been something stirring in the field 
of office equipment knows little 

about what has been going on here and 
there over the country. That fellow may 
reason that whatever has been done is the 
result of many years of toil. Again he ts 
mistaken. It is neither a case of obscurity 
nor mushroom growth. 

One of these concerns that have worked 
their way to the very front of the field is 
the Millison Office Supply Company, of 
Wichita, Kan., of which Ralph Millison is 
the president. Wichita has offered mighty 
fine territory for the office supply man ever 
since that memorable financial depression 
of the late ‘80s. There was a time in 
Wichita, and the writer remembers it well, 
when the owners of fine houses actually 
begged men to live in them rather than 
let them decay without attention. And 
you could scarce get the grass cut in the 
streets, so terrible was the plight. But 
things have changed, you bet. Today 
there is not a blade of grass out of trim; 
there is not a vacant house—in fact, a man 
1s in luck to get a house down in Wichita. 
So when Ralph Millison went on the scene 
he did so with perhaps more or less mis- 
giving. But he is a staunch character; a 
hard puller, and the Millison Office Sup- 
ply Company is his reward. 

A Little About It. 

This concern was established in 1905— 
just three years ago. Wichita, of course, 
was quite recovered from its siege of de- 
pression. But that was not so much the 
advantage as was the foresight of the 
founder of the company. There were type- 
writer branches or sub-branches in Wichi- 
ta long before this; there were stationery 
houses that handled a little of all kinds of 
office supplies, but there was not one house 
devoted entirely to the office supply end. 
It had been regarded as foolhardy to dare 
start such a business. “Why, you can get 
what you want over at—?” men often 
said. Granted that they could, that did not 
deter Ralph Millison from doing as he 
tnought he should do. He simply calcu- 
tated that Wichita, being a good town— 
the best in all probability in Kansas— 
there was room for new things. 

The Millison Office Supply Company 
was the first to assume the title of such; 
not the first office supply company, of 
course, but the very first to use that as its 
corporate title. 

When Millison began there was only a 
beginning. Like all good business men, 
he started with only a few things, gradu- 
ally taking on more and more until now 
he has one of the largest concerns in the 
entire West. He felt his way as other of- 
fice supply men are doing today. The 
market in Wichita was all right so far as 
Wichita was concerned, but the president 
of this company had eyes that saw beyond 
the town itself. To the south of him was 
the then Territory of Oklahoma, with the 
Indian Territory edjoining; to his west 
there was a vast expanse of country that 
covered all of what lay years ago along 
the “Santa Fe Trail”; to the north all of 
Kansas, pretty nearly. Even this was a 
small territory in the estimation of Ralph

Millison. Beyond it in every direction, 
particularly to the West, was a country 
that seemed to him to offer as much as 
that immediately surrounding him. To 
phrase it differently, the president of the 
Millison Office Supply Company did not 
bound his territory. He looked at the map 
of the United States, opened his pocket- 
book and went to work. That was just 
three years ago, down in Kansas, “bleed- 
ing Kansas.” 

Most likely the average manufacturer of 
ceffice devices would have said three years 
ago if asked for his opinion on what could 
be done in the office supply business in 
Wichita, “Oh, I think Wichita is all right. 
A man ought to do a good business there, 
but I do not think there is much outside 
of the town.” 

Of course, it must be understood that 
there are other conditions that aided the 
Millison Office Supply Company. That 
section of country commonly spoken of 
as “The Southwest” has been a great fac- 
tor in the growth of this institution. Mr. 
Millison himself says that the development 
of the southwest has been responsible for 
his success. That kas helped all right, for 
it is undeniable that that development has 
been felt on all sides. The town of Kan- 
sas City can justly say that its recovery 
from the same _ period of depression was 
due entirely to the resources and products 
of that section of the country called the 
southwest. The men in that region have 
not been lethargic nor phlegmatic to mod- 
ern business demands. They have seen as 
quickly and as effectively as other business 
men the need for the proper office equip- 
ment. That helped the Millison company. 

The company today occupies three floors 
in a building of its own. The building is 
32 by 140 feet in size, which convinces as 
to its capacity. It is a new structure and 
quite modern in every particular. The ar- 
rangements are for an office supply house 
strictly and to this extent Mr. Millison 
anticipated the needs. 

There are individual motors on all ma- 
chinery, of which there is a great deal. In 
this respect the Millison Office Supply 
Company is ahead of its brethren, but the 
increase of business as well as the diversi- 
fied character of its territory made that 
necessary. 

There are interior telephones connect- 
ing every department so that the system 
of organization may not be interfered with; 
end there is system in this house. The 
moment an order is received it goes 
through a clock-like method. This feature 
of the business has cost much money to 
install and perfect. 

There is a full equipment of mechanical 
messengers—cash carriers. The men be- 
lieve that it is cheaper for an office equip- 
trent concern to adopt for itself what it 
preaches should be adopted for others and 
to that end put in the mechanical messen 
«cers 

Fortunately for this company Wichita 
has natural gas, got from the natural gas 
fields of southeastern Kansas. The heat- 
ing plant is all natural gas and singularly 


tree from dirt the building is. This fea- 
ture is, to be sure, a matter of good for- 
tune, but that does not lessen the rejoicing 
just the same. 

Its Business and Personnel. 

Though general the above review tells 
what obstacles were encountered in estab- 
lishing the business and sketches some- 
thing of the company. Much could be said 
that would more intelligently detail the 
growth of the company, but that often be- 
comes tiresome to the reader and there- 
fore will be omitted. 

Sut it is of considerable interest to know 
that this office supply institution in 
the month of September sold goods in ey- 
ery state west of the Mississippi river, 
That sort of goes to show that the orig- 
inal purpose was not far wrong, doesn’t 
it? What’s the use of doing business in 
Kansas at all if one can sell in so many 
outside states? This unprecedented dis- 
tribution of sales is remarkable in show- 
ing what has been accomplished in three 
years. Three years did a good deal for 
this company, but it seems that September 
did a good deal more. The story ought to 
be headed “What September Did,’ instead 
of “What Three Years Have Done.”

An Important ‘Ruling 


made by the Postoffice Depart- 

ment at Washington that affects 
vitally the interests of the stationer 
throughout the country. The ruling 
is, in substance, that no prizes can be 
awarded for the best window displays 
where there is the element of lottery or 
chance or where there is a considera- 
tion. 

The matter came up through the 
Stationers’ Board of Trade of New 
York, which asked for the ruling. The 
board of trade appointed a committee, 
of which F. P. Seymour is chairman, 
which acted for the entire stationers’ 
board in the matter of prize contests, 
as a result of certain manufacturers 
having warned against further mailing 
of matter regarding such contests as 
have, to all appearances, any element 
of chance or consideration. 

The specific case to which the depart- 
ment referred or took exception was 
that of “$60 in prizes will be award- 
ed for the best window display of Wa- 
terman’s Ideal Fountain Pens.” The 
department says that schemes of that 
kind are permitted where no considera- 
tion is entailed, and a contest offering 
prizes for the best window display. 

A Far-Reaching Matter. 

This is an exceedingly important 
ruling and is more far reaching in its 
effect than might be supposed. The 
stationer has looked upon the prize 
proposition for window dressing as a 
wonderful aid to business and a great 
stimulant to the interest of the clerk 
or salesman. 

The committee acting for the Sta- 
tioners’ Board of Trade consists of: 
F. P. Seymour, chairman; Arthur P. 
Jackson, and Charles C. Davis. No 
definite action has as yet been taken on 
the ruling of the department, made 
by the Assistant Attorney General, and 
none will be taken for at least a month 
as the committee desires to make fur- 
ther investigation before submitting a 
final report. The correspondence in 
the matter was as follows: 


The Correspondence.

tain manufacturers having been warned 
against further mailing of matt r regarding 
such contests as have, to all appearances, 
any element of “lottery or chance” or 
“some consideration.” 

Many manufacturers invest large amounts 
of cap‘tal, during the course of each year, 
in display cards, banners, signs and ‘nu- 
merous other window display articles. The 
same are supplied to dealers of record who 
sell the product of the manufacturer from 
stock on their (the dealers’) shelves. The 
display articles are, in most instances, fur- 
nished without cost, in order to enhance the 
dealer's sales to the mutual profit of all 
concerned. In passing, it might be remark- 
ed that some manufacturers, who are na- 
tional advertisers, investing thousands of 
dollars for magazine publicity, depend ex- 
tensively upon the display of window ma- 
terials, throughout the country, to produce 
the result of the general public purchasing 
the advertised article through the medium 
of suggestion and connection with the ad- 
vertising. 

Dealers and clerks call upon manufac- 
turers for suggestions and plans for win- 
dow displays. Manufacturers are always 
ready t~ furnish all aids they can. Window 
dressing pamphlets and instructions are 
printed and supplied. The manufacturers 
consider it wise, at an appropriate season, 
to offer a few prizes to business owners, or 
their clerks, for intelligent window displays, 
chiefly of the materials which the manu- 
facturers have supplied (the dealer natural- 
ly sees fit to combine a quantity of the cor- 
responding merchandise in the window, 
with the signs, etc., the most intelligent 
displays to be appointed by competent 
judges upon merit. The  result—Clerks 
show a great interest in dressing attractive 
windows, producing increased profits in 
addition to general interests and enthusi- 
asm. The most intelligent results are then 
communicated to the entire trade of the 
country, in order that they also may have 
the benefit of the experience of others to 
increase their business, and, by reproduc- 
tion, keeping the manufacturer’s printed 
matter timely and efficient, with successful 
ideas to supply to dealers where requested. 

Manufacturers generally, in the stationery 
and affiliated trades, conduct such contests 
in an honest, intelligent and conscientious 
manner for the general betterment of the 
trade, and tend to balk at any decision that 
places such contests under the head of 
“lottery” or “with consideration,” insomuch 
as the morals and well-being of no class of 
people can be affected by such plans, and 
no other view can at present be taken in 
suppressing same than jeopardizing a for- 


ward step in trade conditions, which would 
tend to restrain trade, the ruling, as pre- 
sented, appears wrong, unfair and preju- 
diced. 

We enclose herein a circular relative to 
a recent contest, the results of which being 
summed up in local trade papers brought 
forth the above question to this body. We 
respectfully ask your definite ruling on this 
contest, and, if reasonable, any suggestion 
that this committee may present to the 
Board of Trade as to how this apparently 
legitimate branch of manufacturers’ plans, 
for retailers’ interests, may be conducted.

Dear Sir:— 

In reply to your letter of the 21st instant, 
in which you request a definite ruling upon 
the “Window Dressing Contest” described 
on the sheet submitted, I have to inform 
you that according to the decisions of the 
assistant attorney general for the postoffice 
Department matter relating to this scheme 
is inadmissible to the mails. According to 
announcements in the advertisement sub- 
mitted, “$60.00 in Prizes Will be Awarded 
for the Best Window Displays of Water- 
man’s Ideal Fountain Pens,’ and, as al- 
ready explained to you when you called 
here, the department holds that the award 
of prizes which are awarded for something 
that is considered best in the judgment of 
the offerer or persons acting for him is de- 
pendent upon chance. The law _ prohibits 
the use of the mails in the conduct of any 
“enterprise offering prizes dependent upon 
a lot or chance” and the ¥ 
siders that the three elements of a lottery, 
prize, chance and consideration, are in- 
volved in schemes of this kind. In these 
enterprises the award of the prizes is de- 
termined by the fancy or taste of the 
judges, over which the competitors have 
no control, and which they cannot fore- 
cast. The prize is the award offered for 
the best display. The consideration is the 
sum expended in the purchase of the goods 
of the advertising company. 

Schemes of the kind referred to above 
are permitted where no consideration is en- 
tailed, and a contest offering prizes for the 
best window display, in which the goods 
were not required to be those of a certain 
manufacturer or concern, would not con- 
flict with the law.

The View 


~ HERE is always two sides to a 

| question, and a controversy be- 

tween two opposing parties can- 

not be justly decided by listening to 

one party and neglecting to give the 

other a hearing, or in favoring one 
more than the other. 

So much has been spoken and writ- 
ten upon the subject of the relation of 
manufacturer to the retail dealer, from 
the retailer’s standpoint, that it has 
been accepted by some as a closed 
chapter, with the retailer’s position be- 
ing adjudged correct. 

This article is designed to present 
the view point of the manufacturer, 
and is at variance with the conclusion 
of that favorable to the retailer. The 
problems confronting the manufac- 
turer of specialties are many, chief 
among them being what to manufac- 
ture and how to market his products. 
Staple goods of daily consumption do 
rot present the same difficulties, there 
being a market for them already in ex- 
istence, and it is merely a question of 
economics, “the production and mar- 
keting at the lowest cost.” 

To manufacturers of proprietary 
goods it is different. They have to 
create a demand for their wares, 
change them according to the require 
ments of changing conditions, and take 
the chances incident to all new and 
novel ideas. 

This class of merchandise’ enters 
largely into the stocks carried by the 
stationery and office supply dealers, 
and affords them their largest margin 
of profit. 

Cutting the Price. 

The fact that the profits are large 
tempts some dealers who are anxious 
to increase the volume of their busi- 
ness, to cut the price, although they 
thereby reduce their profit. This in 
time becomes the price at which all 
other dealers are compelled to sell, the 
same experiment repeated lowers the 
margin of profit until the goods be 
come profitless. They then lose all in- 
terest in the goods and no longer urge 
their sale. The manufacturer who has 
the most at stake suffers the most, and 
under the prevailing sentiment of the 
trade is helpless in protecting himself 
and in preventing the loss of his busi- 
ness. Where he protests against the 
dealer cutting prices, he is met by the 
retort, that it does not concern him 
even should the goods be given away. 
It is not an uncommon procedure for 
the manufacturer to be cautioned 
against selling this or that dealer, be 
cause of their having cut the price of 
his wares, in endeavoring to maintain 
the price he has the alternative of los- 
ing the trade of the customer enterpris- 
ing enough to push the sale of his

goods, although possibly at a slight re- 
duction in price or antagonizing the 
complainants. Not infrequently does 
he find that after he has lost his enter- 
prising customer by insisting on the 
maintenance of price, the complainants 
themselves are indifferent buyers or 
favor goods made by his competitor. 

An objection is urged against the 
manufacturer selling the consumer. At 
first thought this seems reasonable, but 
to this objection there is the manufac 
turer's side and a very important one 
it is. No dealer can or will take the 
interest in showing the merits or ex- 
plaining the uses of specialties as the 
manufacturer himself. And the object 
to his reaching and selling the con- 
sumer is to prevent his business from 
growing as rapidly as his goods may 
merit, or of increasing the demand for 
his goods as quickly as it ought to reap 
the profit to which his genius and en- 
terprise entitle him. 

The manufacturer should reach the 
consumer as quickly and thoroughly 
as he can, but if he expects to market 
his goods through the established trade 
channels it must be done in a manner 
to aid and not prevent the dealer se- 
curing his portion of the demand and 
at a profitable price. 

A manufacturer selling the consumer 
at list prices benefits the dealer with 
every sale he makes, both in creating 
a demand for his wares and by estab- 
lishing a selling price. 

If the retailer would encourage the 
manufacturer in this, instead of finding 
fault when he does it, there would be 
less reason for his complaint against 
his competitor cutting. 

Protecting the Trade. 

The manufacturer who consistently 
carries out the policy of protecting the 
trade is not infrequently taken advan- 
tage of by a dealer to whom he has re- 
fered a local inquiry for his goods, 
cither purposely (?) or through the ig- 
norance of the salesman whom he has 
assigned to handle the inquiry, offering 
goods of another manufacturer. He 
1iot only loses the possible sale of his 
goods, but has them denounced by the 
very party who is supposed to repre- 
sent him in the transaction. The 
quantity of any one specialty which 
the dealer handles may be small in 
comparison with his total business. 
Thus the importance of any one line 
is reduced by the comparison, but to 
the manufacturer it is different. His 
whole investment embraces a limited 
number of items, and his outlet is lim- 
ited to a few dealers, consequently if 


one or all become indifferent or un- 
friendly his business suffers. His only 
recourse then is in reaching the con- 
sumer himself, thereby creating a de- 
mand which compels the dealer to 
handle his goods. : 

The dealer does not raise objection 
to another starting in competitive busi- 
ness, even though it may threaten to 
detract from his trade, and even when 
there may be a surplus of dealers in his 
line. Why then should objection be 
made to the manufacturer selling his 
wares if he maintains the price? 

The manufacturer cannot cut the 
price on his own goods, whereas the 
dealer may upon occasion do so. 

lf the dealer took a common sense 
view of things rather than an arbitrary 
and unreasonable attitude towards the 


‘ manufacturer, he would find co-operat- 


ing with the manufacturer results 
much more profitably to him. 

It costs the manufacturers more to 
sell his goods at retail than it does the 
retailer, and for the manufacturer to 
turn over orders to the dealer without 
a fair compensation for securing them 
is unjust to himself and not always 
best for the dealer. 

It is erroneous to conclude that be- 
cause the manufacturer calls on the 
customer of the dealer he necessarily 
loses his hold on them. If the dealer 
has treated them fairly it tends to 
‘trengthen their confidence in him and 
he secures their future re-orders. 

In the matter of contracts for large 
quantities, it is fair to assume that the 
manufacture welcomes the co-opera- 
tion of the dealer in securing such or- 
ders from a local concern, and gladly 
allows a commission sufficient to re- 
munerate him for all the time and ef- 
fort spent in attending to it, but as a 
rule the manufacturer has to sell at a 
greatly reduced price because of the 
quantity. 

The manufacturer is not indifferent 
to the welfare of the dealer. He wants 
to see him succeed, and where occasion 
offers, often assists in a material way 
to help bring it about. 





FRANK W. BAILEY WINS SUIT. 


Frank W. Bailey, proprietor of Col- 
lin’s Ink Eradicator, has won an im- 
portant injunction suit, restraining one 
Fingerhut from manufacturing and 
selling a colorable imitation called 
“H. A.” ink eradicator. 

The decision was rendered soon 
after the evidence was submitted, 
showing that Mr. Bailey has the bet- 
ter of it quite. This removes one of 
the many annoyances that have come 
to Mr. Bailey by virtue of the imita- 
tion practice. 
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What Local Associations Are Doing 


OCAL stationery associations 
'B throughout the country are now 
fairly well into the coming win- 
ter’s work. The first meetings have 
been held in all the associations, and 
those indicated what has been fore- 
casted in these columns on several pre- 
vious occasions, that these bodies are 
alive to the situation and are bending 
an effort for the general welfare of 
the trade that has no parallel in the 
entire history of stationery organiza- 
tions. 

The last national stationers’ conven- 
tion at Boston made manifest the ac- 
complishment of concerted action. It 
must be remembered that the national 
association is only four years old. At 
the inception there were only a scat- 
tering of local associations ; some were 
many years old; others were of rather 
recent origin. Those that were old 
were old, indeed; both in point of 
years and in point of results. In other 
words they had done nothing, outside 
of what immediately concerned the 
locality in which they were located. 
Of course, this was more or less nat- 
ural, because there was no national or- 
ganization. The younger local bodies 
were more awakened to the general 
condition. And whien the national as- 
sociation came into existence there 
was begun a movement that saw its 
specific accomplishment in the Boston 
convention. 

The General Program. 

The present Fall will go down into 
stationery history as marking a new 
epoch. New because things different 
from the usual will be undertaken. 
This does not mean a radical depart- 
ure from the things that particularly 
concern the stationer and the sales- 
man, but it does mean a doing of those 
things that particularly concern them 
both. 

From October until June there are 
monthly meetings in every local as- 
sociation. Every two months there 
are what was called “open meetings.” 
And once during the winter there is a 
banquet at which the members, em- 
ployes and friends are invited. 

The monthly meetings, of course, 
are devoted to those matters that espe- 
cially concern the stationer himself— 
matters pertaining to trade promotion. 
One would be surprised at the number 
of problems that constantly come up 
each month and that not only affect 
the stationery trade but have a de- 
cided bearing on the general commer- 
cial situation. This fact alone proves 
the importance of stationery associa- 
tions to the community. The average 
observer might conclude that all the 
stationer has to do is to open a store, 
keep his stock well in hand and pro-

ceed to sell the goods. That would 
be about as unfair and unthinking an 
estimate as could be placed on these 
organizations. There is much more 
than that—vastly more. 

The open meetings perhaps show 
where the undercurrent is deepest. 
These meetings are given over to the 
employes, the salesmen. It is desired 
to acquaint them with a knowledge of 
the different phases of the business 
and to this end there is one set ad- 
dress on some live theme. As an ex- 
ample: the Chicago association on 
October 15 held an open meeting at 
which W. D. Winans, sales manager 
of the Chicago Shipping & Receipt 
Book Company, spoke on “The Plea- 
sures of the Loose Leaf Manufactur- 
er.” Thus the salesman got a glimpse 
of what loose leaf manufacturing 
amounts to. The loose leaf end of the 
stationery business is fast becoming 
a great factor. To have had nothing 
of the kind would have meant to keep 
from the salesman a knowledge that 
is highly interesting and _ valuable. 
This association will continue through- 
out the winter to give a symposium of 
the business as regards its larger de- 
partments. The Chicago body was 
perhaps the first, under the influence 
of Fletcher B. Gibbs, to take this work 
up and found it so beneficial from the 
very start that it has steadily been 
enlarged upon. The work this winter 
will be more far-reaching than ever 
before. 

In Boston the stationers hold on an 
average of two meetings a month, 
though the business meetings are al- 
ways at the call of the president. On 
October 13 the association held a “La- 
dies’ Banquet,” the first of its kind 
the Boston organization ever held. 
Their open meetings will have the 
same object in view as the Chicago 
association, being alive to the oppor- 
tunities for concerted action. 

The St. Louis club held on Novem- 
ber 3 a meeting at which the plans for 
the winter were laid out, though these 
did not come to hand in time for in- 
sertion here. It is known indirectly, 
however, that they take practically the 
same general lines. 

Out in Kansas City, Owen A. 
Teague, secretary of the association, 
states that there are plans of great 
importance under way and that the as- 
sociation hopes to put through some 
very valuable work. 

The same is true of Buffalo, Min- 
neapolis, St. Paul, Cleveland and New 
York. While these organizations 
have not been heard from directly, it 
is known that their committees are 


hard bent on the same objects. The 
primary consideration involved in the 
winter work of all local associations 
being to make the work conjoin with 
that of the national association, so that 
when the national body meets in the 
annual convention there will have re- 
sulted for the year great practical 
good. 
Some Other Aspects. 


It is conceded that the national or- 
ganization is today an integral factor 
in the work of commercial bodies of 
all kinds and descriptions. ‘That is 
doing pretty well for four year’s work. 
And the only way to sustain this im- 
portance is to make the local associa- 
tions just as strong in their relative 
sphere as the national association is 
in its. The whole can be no stronger 
than its parts. 

So the local stationery associations 
seem to have a responsibility resting 
on them that cannot be overestimated. 
When one stops to think about it the 
wonder is that they are doing as much 
as they are. It is no easy matter to 
assemble ten to twenty-five men to- 
gether once or twice a month for an 
evening after a hard day’s’ work. 
There must be a deep interest—a 
strong motive back of it before they 
will spend their time that way. That 
was the reason why the local associa- 
tions of years ago became lethargic, 
depressed and inactive. There was no 
motive—no incentive to get together. 
Clearly, the formation of a national or- 
ganization was just the thing to turn 
the trick. It came to the scratch and 
had made a good race. 

But when the local associations get 
together, in order to keep the entity 
a working, there must be again some- 
thing to hold the interest after the de- 
sire to go has once been formed. The 
line of work therefore that concerns 
the salesman is one of the most keenly 
consequential of all. In addition to 
giving the salesman a thought to think 
about it serves the purpose of holding 
the interests together. If those inter- 
ests are thus held, it then becomes 
easy for the local body to go ahead 
and exert its influence on the national 
body, or to sustain that organization. 
It does in truth act as a feeder to the 
larger body, giving a little all the time 
from different sections of the country. 
Without food there is no sustenance, so 
with the national organization.

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The Check, Register 


HE ordinary bound check-book 
contains 1,000 checks, four or 
five to a page, with stubs for 

memoranda of checks, the feverse side 
being used for deposits. 

The binding answers for one book, 
and can be used for that 1,000 checks 
alone, and should the business be large, 
the books are used up rapidly, As 
each page is filled the amounts must be 
footed or added and carried forward to 
the next stub, and so on until the end 
of the month. It is well known that 
every time figures are transferred a lia- 
bility to err is encountered, and _ for 
every fifty checks we have at least ten 
times carried totals forward to another 
page. When an examination is made 
of the stubs in checking up at the end 
of the month for reconcilement with 
bank, or at any other time to examine 
the entry on an old stub, the stubs 
must be thumbed and often turned 
many times. 

By the loose leaf method the sheets 
are held in a cover, which need not con- 
tain more than ten or fifteen pages. 
These sheets have horizontal lines, 
each for each check; the colums head- 
ed Date, Favor of (or to whose order), 
For What, Number, Amount, also De- 
posit Date and Amount and Balance 
column. 


As to the System. 


The horizontal lines are numbered in 
the column, and numbers printed on 
the left-hand page from “oo” to “49” 
and on the opposite side of sheets (the 
right-hand page), from “50” to “go,” 
thus giving us space for fifty checks 
on each page, and by simply prefixing 
the figures of the check number, ex- 
cept the last “oo” on the first line, we 
have practically numbered the whole 
page. For instance, we take page be- 
ginning with “oo” and the check we 
start the page with is “2100” we sim- 
ply write 21 before the “oo” which de- 
nominates the check numbers of that 
page 2101-2102, etc., without the neces- 
sity of writing 21 but once. On the 
next page we write 21 before the 50, 
and those figures, 21, once prefixed at 
the top, practically numbers the whole 
page 2151, 2152, etc. 

The checks have no stubs; this rec- 
ord is the stub. These checks are put 
up in blocks of fifty and kept between 
the leaves of the book, in a pocket on 
the inside of the check-book, or in the 
cash-drawer. When a check is to be 
drawn the particulars such as are usu- 
ally written on the stub in the old- 
fashioned manner are invariably re- 
corded in the register, before the check 
is even dated. Then, when the regis- 
try is made, the check is drawn to con- 
form to the particulars on the register

and ready for issue. Objection may 
be made that the checks are in blocks 
and without stubs, one may accidental- 
ly be issued without a record ; to which 
we reply that in many years’ experi- 
ence we have yet to remember one is- 
sued without record, simply because 
the rule was observed that as the stub 
in former times was first filled out, so 
in this method the record must first be 
written up; hence, no reason to err in 
that direction. 

There are many large corporations 
using this loose leaf check record, and 
their opinions as expressed in the sav- 
ing of time and the satisfaction given, 
justifies the verdict that in such case 
the improvement cannot be measured 
by dollars and cents. 

One large corporation having under 
the charge of its general office a rail- 
road, several mines, and its own mis- 
cellaneous business, issues checks on 
four banks. 

All pay checks for the mine and rail- 
road employes are made out twice each 
month and of course drawn on separate 
hanks. 

When the pay-rolls are made out and 
verified, a clerk starts to write up the 
check register, the names, pay-roll 
number, employes’ number _ and 
amount, and as soon as one page is 
written up, it is handed to another 
clerk, provided with checks in blocks 
with numbers corresponding to the reg- 
ister and pay-roll, carries forward the 
footings of the register, and verifies the 
register with the pay-roll. This is 
continued and in two hours, by sub- 
cividing the work, using six clerks, 
checks for pay-rolls of 600 men have 
heen made out and properly verified 
balanced. 

For the Manufacturer. 


In one large manufacturing estab- 
lishment, where the purchasers are 
vouchered up and paid on the roth of 
the month, the vouchers, after ap- 
proval of payment, are handed to the 
cashier, who writes up one or more 
pages of his check register, with date, 
favor of whom, voucher number and 
amount, and hands the pages as finish- 
ed to his stenographer with the corre- 
spondingly numbered checks. The 
stenographer with the record before 
her, fills in the name, date and amount 
en the checks and passes the sheet and 
checks back to the cashier, who, in 
turn, compares the record and checks 
with the vouchers. In this manner the 





work is quickly, neatly and satisifac- 
torily done. 

From the check register the cashier 
enters in the cash-book and, as dis- 
counts or deductions are made “in 
short,” on the register, he can use the 
register to advantage. ‘The register is 
proved with his cash-book to checks 
drawn, etc. 

The checks being typewritten are 
neat, perfectly legible and appreciated 
by payee as well as the banks, for ease 
in deciphering and freedom from possi- 
ble errors in entering as received by 
payee, due to their clearness. 

As additional protection in 
typewritten checks there are 
check protectors which effectually pre- 
vent “raising” the amounts so written. 

The checks and register leafs are 
uniform in tint of paper, using for one 
bank white pages and checks; for an- 
other bluish pages and checks, and for 
a third buff or canary tint, etc. 

At present all exchanges are drawn 
and registered, not from bound checks 
and stubs, but from blocks with no 
stub. If you consult your banker he 
will inform you that not a check is is- 
sued by a bank before registering; 
hence, they have no errors of that na- 
ture. 

When the bank account is balanced 
at the end of the month, the paid and 
cancelled checks returned by the bank 
are checked on the register, preferably 
with a colored pencil. Those uncheck- 
ed show at a glance the checks issued 
by you, but at that time unpaid by 
bank. The reconcilement of your 
bank balance as shown by register, 
plus the checks at that time unpaid, 
agrees with your balance shown by the 
pass-book of the bank. Your register 
open shows 100 checks on a folio page 
(60 on each single page), and the finan- 
cial manager at any time has the whole 
record of checks plainly before his eye 
without, as in the old way, having to 
thumb the stubs. One hundred leaves 
having fifty checks on each side will 
contain a record of 10,000 checks. 
One cover may be used for years, and 
only additional expense would be or- 
dering new checks in blocks. As the 
sheets are used up they may be filed 
in a transfer cover and only a few 
sheets need be kept in the current cov- 
er for daily use. 

The forms may be ruled as desired 
and more elaborate details provided 
tor.

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The Loose Leaf Department 


HE Loose Leaf System may now 

be said to have come into uni- 

versal use. That it is an eco- 
nomical factor in keeping the accounts 
and records of business admits of no 
arguments. It has passed into the list 
of essentials for the equipment of the 
office From the giant ledger for the 
bank to the miniature memo for carry 
ing in the pocket, and from the office 
fle to the order holder for the deliv- 
ery wagon, it reaches out in its rami 
fications to every branch of business 
Its great adaptability commends it 
alike to the small and large concern. 

The Loose Leaf Systems have be- 
come a source of great profit to the 
dealers. Commercial stationers everv- 
where feature it in their stocks. Nearly 
all handle complete lines. A few carry 
certain specialties only. 

While Loose Leaf goods handled in 
almost any manner afford an attrac- 
tive profit, they can, if properly han- 
dled, be made especially productive. 


A Loose Leaf Department. 


To get the best results Loose Leaf 
goods should be given a special depart- 
ment. This does not mean that any 
excessive amount of space should be 
devoted to them. On the contrary; a 
small corner would suffice. If that is 
not available, space along the wall 
could be set aside for the purpose. The 
object being to have a place out of the 
line of travel of the aisles, away from 
the interruptions of customers and 
clerks. The samples could be arranged 
on three sides of the space. An at- 
tractive display of binders, holders, 
etc., can be made on slanting shelves 
in the wall, while Ledgers, Sheets, 
Price Books, etc., can be kept in show 
cases. A good table of considerable 
size should be provided as well as a 
chair for the customer and one for the 
salesman. In selling the old line bound 
books the counter serves every pur- 
pose. Effecting the sale is usually a 
matter of ruling, binding and _ price. 
The transaction is brief. Different 
conditions prevail in the sale of Loose 
Leaf goods. If it is a matter of bind- 
ers or holders for loose sheets, or even 
a price book, the old counter perhaps 
seems as well, but the sale of a Loose 
Leaf Ledger or the establishment of 
an entire Loose Leaf System in a cus- 
tomer’s business is quite another 
thing. There are Binders of various 
kinds to show, forms to present, sug- 
gestions to make. This requires time, 
and the customer’s interest is not to 
be held unless he be made comfortable 
and free from interruptions. Orders of 
this kind are not only profitable, but 
they mean future business on sheets 
and other supplies. To be properly 
handled the customer should be com- 


fortably seated and the salesman have 
his materials within easy reach. 
Several houses have such or similar 
arrangement for showing their Loose 
Leaf lines t 


Indeed, the suggestions 
that have been made were inspired by 
a conversation on the subject with the 
manager of one of the largest stores in 
a nearby city. A similar arrangement 
is being used very effectively. Phe 
writer was told that since the adoption 
of this plan, the “Loose Leaf” sales 
have been greatly increased. 
Complete Lines. 

All dealers should handle complete 
lines in order to get the full possibili- 
ties of other Loose Leaf departments 
Occasionally the remark is heard, “It’s 
too technical.” Not at all. Any sales 
man of ordinary ability can soon equip 
himself to handle any sort of an order. 
Not being an accountant, he may not 
be able to devise forms, but that is not 
necessary. These will be furnished by 
the manufacturer. Or he can get from 
some book on the subject practicalls 
all he requires. The Risque Book on 
Loose Leaf Systems, affords a fund of 
information. Such a book should be 
kept in the department. Much of the 
business, however, is for the applica- 
tion of standard forms and _ rulings. 
Special orders and special work can 
always be taken up with the manufac- 
turers who are always ready to furnish 
all the information desired, 

The demand for Loose Leaf Systems 
is increasing every day. Every com 
mercial stationer must handle them 
Let it not be in a hap-hazard sort of 
fashion. There is a splendid profit in 
the goods if properly handled. Why 
not make the most of it?

Loose leaf books have been made to 
order by John C. Moore Corporation since 
1890, but were never advertised or carried 
in stock until 1900, when they were slightly 
dvertised by means of circularizing in the 
eastern states. 

In 1903 it was decided to put on the n 
ket a loose leaf binder for ledger and 
ecord keeping of a smaller size than made 
by anyone else. The Moore binder en 
abled the sheets to be removed and in 
serted much faster and with greater accu- 
racy than any other binder, it being im 
ossible to tear the records, and this made 

practically adaptable to this size. 

For four years these were advertised as 

mail order business, and this created an 

normous demand, gaining for the John C. 
Moore Corporation 40,000 active customers 
vho were sold direct from Rochester. 

It was at this time the policy of the firm 
not to sell the dealer, but to sell to the 
sumer only, and all the prices were 
ased upon this idea. 

While the mail order plan was especially 
good in the small cities and towns, the 
larger cities the John C. Moore Corpora 
on felt were not getting their fair share

nize as a valuable adjunct to commer 
cial stationery should feel himself honored 
by an invitation to tell you, in an informal 
way, something of the industry he repre 
sents. We are much pleased to have this 
privilege, and our chief business in life, for 
the next few minutes, will be to outlive a 
prophecy made by a chronic grouch of our 
acquaintance, which was, in effect, that the 
pleasure would be all ours. 
Its Relation to Stationery 

Loose leaf cannot be separated from the 
industry known as the sale of commercial 
stationery. 

We would not be understood as belittling 
the value of permanently bound books. 
They have their uses, and for some pur- 
poses will never be displaced by loose leaf 
But by the same token there are uses t 
which balnk books cannot be put and the 
same degree of satisfaction result as from 
the use of loose leaf. The salesman in the 
combination line should not neglect the lit 
tle orders, but he should have his eye on 
the big ones as well. The men who draw 
the salaries that are worth while are the 
men who can close the deals that are worth 
while. There are now plenty of these deals 
to close, and with the revival of business 
there will be more. 

Don’t get the idea that nothing is sold 
at a profit except ledgers and ledger out 
fits. That has been the fatal mistake of 
many who have let just such nice pros 
pects as this be wafted away on the sum- 
mer breezes to some wide-awake fellow 
who stood with open order book to receive 
them. 

Still, there are times when ledgers flock 
like quail, and if you’re gunning with the 
right sort of ammunition, you'll bring them 
down with a swat like a canvasback duck 
striking the surface of Wolfpen lake. 

As it is our intention to fight shy of his- 
tory, we will not speak of the development 
of loose leaf, as it is now understood and 
accepted, from the baked clay tablets of the 
Assyrians, and later, the precious heirlooms 
handed down from Arab father to son—the 
genealogy of a pure strain of horses, re 
corded on ivory tablets with a hot iron and 
bound together by rings of precious metal 
—down to the acme of perfection in loose 
leaf construction—the safety bank ledger, 
with pin tumbler lock holding the sheets 
so firmly that a single leaf will support the 
weight of the book without the slightest 
danger of its becoming detached. 

We must, however, ask you to inspect 
one of the earliest devices ever used for 
the carrying of loose sheets as used in mod 
ern business. This is the clip loose sheet 
holder, of the general type here shown. 
Aluminum was not used in the construction 
of such clips for many years, and it is only 
in the last twelve years that the price of 
this material has been low enough to per- 
mit of its general use for this purpose. The 
clip holders—being constructed because of a 
clearly defined demand—have always _ re- 
tained its popularity, and probably always 
will. Today, in many small retail stores, it 
is the oaly file known for the keeping of 
current bills or invoices—being suspended 
by the lug from a nail above the desk in

The Shan 
non file was probably the next factor in the 
development of the industry, and, like the 
clip holder, it has never lost its popularity 
Modified in a variety of ways, it serves a 
variety of uses, and, we believe, was the 
first form of loose leaf ledger in anything 
like common use. 

raking advantage of the peculiar charac 
teristic of aluminum, by virtue of which it 
resists the action of the elements, we con 
ceived the idea of making a rainproof re 
ceipt holder, and the idea met instant ap 
proval. It might be well enough to say, 
right here, that the process by which alumi- 
num is manufactured has been so wonder- 
fully cheapened in the past few years that 
the article is a very easy one to sell—and, 
incidentally, the dealer’s margin of profit is 
all that could be asked Because of the 
validity of certain patents, the manufacturer 
of this class of holders is confined to prac 
tically two or three concerns, so there is no 
reason for price cutting, as the list prices 
fixed by such manufacturers are eminently 
fair and just. Step out into your receiving 
room, and note the number of teamsters 
arriving who carry these holders; you may 
not have thought of it before, but you will 
find they are almost as much of a staple as 
flour, sugar and salt. 

Loose Leaf in Worldly Affairs. 

Next in chronological order was _ pro- 
duced the type of holder known as the 
“Bull Dog”—having as a grip a spring of 
triangular shape, highly tempered. This 
holder was the product resulting from a 
demand for a cheaper article than eithet 
of those just described. You will be able, 
from this holder, to trace the advent of 
loose leaf in active and cosmopolitan af 
fairs, as it showed conclusively that the 
people must have the goods. They were 
no longer restricted to the few with the 
long purses. 


“Pleasures of a Loose Leaf Manufacturer” 


The material the factory has just put 
chased is entered on the stock record whic! 
is composed of loose sheets or a card 
dex; if the former, it is filled in a full can- 
vas sectional post binder. This binder is 
shown in Russia and corduroy binding, al 
though this class of work does not require 
an elaborately bound book. 

For stock records or any factory sheets 
a binder with key separate is not desirable 
in most cases; for this reason, and because 
the key is so easily misplaced the collapsi 
ble key or the knurled head post are pref- 
erable. 

About the System. 

Where strength of book is of more con 
sequence than beauty of metal, steel back 
ledgers are very popular, and the reason 
for this is found in the fact that aside from 
their strength they can be made to fit any 
size sheet, diameter or any gauge of per 
forations in a sheet. At least the steel 
back ledgers of our manufacture can, and 
we understand a number of other manufac 
turers have facilities for doing the same 

Ledgers of the type known as flat backs 
hase lost none of the popularity they had 
when first introduced, but a user of round 
backs will seldom change to a flat back 
He probably misses the roll of the book, 
although the flat back makes possible the 
use of a transferable label holder on the 
back, and the book therefore is more ver- 
satile. Flat back ledgers with leather coy 
ered back are in demand in certain lines 
of activity 

We-show next two styles of ledgers 
which are cheaper in construction than the 
standard styles just illustrated. This one 
has a wedge lock operating in the center 
post, and is very similar in operation to 
the first regular loose leaf ledger made 
The covers are forced apart by spiral 
springs and may be locked in any position 
desired. 

The second of these cheap devices has 
telescoping flanges for a back, and is oper 
ated by a threaded screw in the center post. 
The disadvantages to be found in the use 
of any ledger operated in the manner that 
these two are, is the necessity for the cen

You have heard us use the term “Stand 
ard” in speaking of ledger mechanism, and 
may have wondered what we had in mind 
It gives us pleasure to show you this prin 
ciple, known as the right-and-left threaded 
screw, with toggle link attachment; the ac 
tion on which the manufacturers of loose 
leaf devices, who call themselves leaders in 
this field, have built up the reputation they 
now enjoy. Some of these manufacturers, 
for the sake of novelty, have departed from 
this simple mechanical principle, and we 
believe in every instance they have gained 
nothing by so doing. The principle is the 
simplest and most effective for the accom- 
plishment of the desired purpose, and many 


manufacturers who now market a clumsy, 


bulky, unwieldly ledger back would do well 
to return to their first love. 
Position in Business World. 

Now while we are speaking of the 
amount of detail work, and the complexity 
of the loose leaf industry, you might be 
interested in knowing something of the 
proportions assumed by the sectional post 
binder in the business world, and the fa 
cilities the manufacturer must have for 
looking after the demand. This illustration 
shows three of our full automatic screw 
machines in operation, each one with a 
capacity f 5,000 sections per day We 
never have speeded them to this extent, but 
they can do it if called on and they are 
never idle an hour, unless for necessary 
repairs. On these machines can be made 
any kind of knurled or threaded part, pro 
vided its periphery or surface has the same 
general marking or cutting of the machin« 
is demonstrated in the fact that each sec 
tion is stopped and held a moment while a 
hole is drilled transversely through it. You 
can see how nicely the machine must be 
timed, as any variation would result in 
breaking the drill point

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Trade Press National Convention 


Held in Chicago October 13 and 14. 


HE third annual meeting of the Fed- 

eration of Trade Press Associations 

in the United States was held in 
Chicago October 13 and 14. All the ses- 
sions took place at the Chicago Beach Ho- 
tel except the banquet at the Chicago Ath- 
letic Club at the close of the first day of the 
convention. More than 100 delegates from 
different cities in the United States and 
Canada were in attendance. Various papers 
were read, dealing with different problems 
of the trade journal publisher and followed 
by discussion. 


The banquet was probably the liveliest 
and most interesting feature of the conven- 
tion. A delightful dinner was served. J. 
Newton Nind, president of the association, 
acted as toastmaster and introduced the 
speakers with much felicity. During the 
dinner Mr. Nind propounded several conun- 
drums, to which answers were given by 
others present. He also read from time 
to time telegrams supposed to be received 
while the banquet was in progress. A few 
of these are as follows: “Don’t read any 
papers till after the election.”—John D. 
Archbald. “Where can I get an editor? 
Father-in-law says my speeches must be 
blue penciled.”—Prince Nick. “Are open 
for a good trade journal connection; well 
acquainted with the oil business.”—Haskell 
& Foraker. 

Question: “What is the long felt want in 
trade journalism?” Answer: “Adding ma- 
chines in the circulation department.” 

Question: “Should a trade journal man 
drink during business hours?” Answer: 
“Not if he can get the contract signed with- 
out.” 

Question: “Why do we hate to die?” 
Answer: “Because since the Embalmers’ 
Monthly raised its subscription price to 
$1.50 we can’t afford it.” 

Question: “Are you hoping for the gold- 
en age cf trade journalism?” Answer: “No; 
I’d rather have the Iron Age.”

President Nind first in 


troduced Hon. O. P. Austin, chief of the 
bureau of statistics of the Department ot! 
Commerce and Labor, Wasnington. He 
delivered the principal, address of the even- 
ing upon “Governmental Aids to Com- 
merce.” He detailed the tremendous strides 
of commerce in this country during the last 
century and dwelt specially upon the im- 
portant subject of American trade develop- 
ment in foreign countries. 

President Nind, in presenting the next 
speaker, said: “Mr. Austin’s address has 
given us new inspiration to push forward 
our foreign trade. We immortalized some 
things in song here this evening—‘Anheuser 
Busch,’ ‘It Pays to Advertise,’ et cetera 
but we have with us one of the advertising 
immortals, the president of a national ad 
vertising organization whom we have on 
top every day in Chicago. I take great 
pleasure in introducing Mr. E. D. Gibbs, 
president of the Associated Advertising 
Clubs of America.” 

Mr. Gibbs gave a strong address, criticis- 
ing to some extent the methods of some 
trade journals ut he emphasized the 
value of trade journal advertising when the 
right copy is used for a good proposition. 
He related an experience he had some years 
ago as sales and publicity manager in Eng- 
land for a large American manufacturer of 
a business time and labor saving device. 
When he arrived on the scene he found 
that the company was not getting satisfac- 
tory results from the English trade journal 
advertising. He at once realized that the 
trouble was with the copy. They had been 
using too small space and that unholy, 
meaningless thing, the triangular coupon 
How could a business man be expected to 
sign and sena in one of those little dinky 
corners of paper? Mr. Gibbs took full 
pages and devoted two-thirds to argument 
and one-third to the inquiry coupon extend 
ing straight across the bottom of the page 
This changed the campaign from failure to 
success and the company received eventual 
ly large returns from its trade journal ad- 
vertising. The speaker then dwelt humor- 
ously upon the difficulties of doing business 
with the Englishman, and closed his ad- 
dress with some valuable advice to the 
trade journalist. 

Following Mr. Gibbs’ address the com 
pany was entertained by a professional 
reader with several dialect recitations. 

Mr. Nind then introduced Paul Hull, chief 
of the Chicago post office department of 
second class matter, who read a letter from 
Hon. A. L. Lowshe, third assistant post 
master general at Washington. The letter 
expressed the writer's good will towards 
the Trade Press Federation and his appre 
ciation of the co-operation given him by 
the trade press generally in the proper ap 
plication of the postal regulations. As its 
title indicated, ghis letter was “a statement 
of what has been accomplished under the 
existing postal regulations during the past 
year.” It was attractively presented by 
Mr. Hull, who interspersed comments of 
his own upon the subject in hand. 

The last speaker introduced was Col. J 
B. MacLean of the MacLean Newspapers, 





Toronto, Canada His subject was “The 
Relation of Trade and Technical Papers to 
Daily Newspapers and Periodicals of Gen- 
eral Circulation.” He said in part that 
trade journals, except the house organ, are 
not really in competition with the popular 
press. He regarded it as the duty of the 
trade journal to secure the co-operation of 
the daily newspapers, popular magazines 
and advertising agencies. As a matter of 
fact, the trade press is creating a large part 
of the business of publications of popular 
circulation. Sometimes it is the policy of 
popular media to get all of a new small ad- 
vertiser’s appropriation and use it up as 
quickly as possible in large display space. 
The policy of the intelligent trade journal 
publisher is just the opposite—to nurse the 
advertiser along and make of him a success 
ful and permanent advertiser. Trade papers 
are the creators and the nurseries of smal! 
advertisers. In the speaker’s opinion 
throughout the world there is only one im 
portant trade journal in each field. 


A PNEUMATIC CARRIAGE RETURN. 


The typewriter carriage return, used by 
the Main Self-writing Typewriter, is now 
being used on manually operated mechines 
Owing to its successful use for the past 
year, it is now being installed by some of 
the largest users of typewriters.

The exhaus 
tion below the piston draws it down, bring 
ing the carriage back rapidly and spacing 
for a new line. When the key is released 
the valve returns to the closed position 
which cuts the connection to the chamber 
and opens the lower end of the cylinder t 
the outer air. The piston thus released is 
returned by a spring attached to it so tl 
there is no drag on carriage while a li: 
is printing. The platen is rolled for extra 
line spacing as often as the key is pressed 
The carriage may be returned to any p 
in the line and its speed is regulated i: 
stantly. When a number of machines of 
the same or different makes operate from 
a common vacuum chamber, each operator 
regulates the speed of the return to suit 
his particular needs.
